Administration opposition to the 
employment of Francis J. Heney as 
special counsel for the revenue bu­ 
reau committee would be continued, 
the Indiana senator said, regard­ 
less of the fate of the Democratic 
move to make the employment legal 
by a formal senate resolution. 
When the inter pre ta tic a placed 
by the president’s message on SecF 
rotary Mellon was handed to Sena­ 
tor Robinson, Arkansas, Democratic 
leader, the latter declared the presi­

While these interchanges were in 
progress in private conferences and 
in the senate cloak rooms, a debate 
on the presidential admonition to 
the senate to “stay within the law}” 
broke out afresh on the floor of the 
senate. Senator Edge, Republican, 
New Jersey, challenged Democratic 
criticism of Mr. Coolidge saying it 
was because the revenue bureau in­ 
quiry had not disclosed inportant 
tax refunds to the “Mellon com­ 
panies.”

Senator Edge opened the discus­ 
sion with a prepared address al­ 
most as soon as the senate con­ 
vened. He declared “the standing of 
the senate in the country today is 
at the lowest ebb in the history of 
the nation,” because Of its “illy 
concealed effort to break down the 
morale of important departments of 
the government.” 
“In my judgment,” Senator Edge 
said, “the president's message was 
not only justified but if he had 
failed to so assert his responsibility 
he would have been convicted of 
supineness and hesitation.

who were bent on the destruction of the South.

in the closing months of his adminstration when he was assail­ 
ed in a manner never before witnessed in this country.
